indeed grim for the people who live 
in that region 
- and most ol the 


nds west of u:; have no rivers to 
.•gin with. 
But our situation in Arkansas is 


quite different. 1 assume that the 
popular quotation, "Arkansas has 
the most miles of navigable rivers 
of any state in the nation," is basi- 
cally correct. At least we have so 
many rivers and so much water 
in certain periods of the year that 
floods are a perpetual threat and 
nuisance. 


And yet I say. we can't find much 


Consolation in the plight of 
the 


people west of us who are worse 
off than we are because there is 
virtually no known remedy for then- 
trouble but we do have a remedy 
— we simply never have gotten 
around to using it. And this is 
proving a serious error in public 
judgment, for which we are now 
paying and will continue lo pay un- 
til we resolve to do something about 
it. 


<9 We have more Hum ample sur- 


face water supplies all over Ar- 
kansas, and particularly here in 
the southwestern corner; but Ihosa 
supplies have never been regulated 
by a long-range program to servo 
land conservation. 


What we need, of course, is the 


systematic
